The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 10th June, I960 relate to 
188 towns with an estimated population of 24,388 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 238 and their population is 
28,421 thousands. Thus 81% of the total number of towns 
representing 86% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 11,809 and 9,602 representing birth 
and death rates of 25 ’3 and 20-5 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) State* (Part s A and C ). — The data here relate to 161 
towns with an estimated population of 21,551 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, and Madhya Pradesh 
could not be included. The total number of towns is 201 and 
their population is 24,668 thousands. Thus 80% of the 
total number of towns representing 87% of the total popu- 
lation is covered, l'he numbers of births and deaths 
reoordod in these towns were 10,218 and 8,737 representing 


birth and death rates of 24 * 7 and 21-1 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by states. 

The towns of Mangalore in Madras, Banaras, Etawah 
and Hathras in Uttar Pradesh reoorded high death rates of 
55-3,51-9, 59-2 and 51- 1 per thousand of population 
respectively. These high death rates in all these towns were 
largely duo to deaths from fevers. In Mangalore deaths 
from respiratory diseases also were considerable.
